The commission would consist of 
three Army engineers, three civilian 
engineers, a geologist, a conserva- 
tionist and a business executive. 

“The Missouri plan would per- 
mit expenditures of say $100,000.- 
000 for 10 years,” said Hawes. “The 
bonds would mature in 40 or 50 
years, and economists I have con- 
sulted have shown me a very at- 
tractive amortization table. They 
show that the actual drain on the 
United States Treasury the first 
year would be only $5,000,000 and 
the biggest drain for any year 
would be $44,000.000. 

No Effect on Tax Cut. 

“That would not interfere with 
any reduction in taxes. In think- 
ing over this problem, I discarded 
the idea of an appropriation from 
the general treasury funds,  be- 
cause the movement for a tax re- 
duction and other movements 
might weaken it. In order to keep 
it out of partisan politics, we have 
arranged to have it introduced in 
the Senate by Senator Reed and 
myself, Democrats, and in Con- 
gress by Representatives Dyer and 
Niedringhaus of St. Louis, Repub- 
licans. 

“The problem is not only of flood 
control but of reclamation, trans- 
portation and agonservation as w: Il, 
All those elements should be con- 
sidered in the solution, and for that 
reason the membership of the com- 
mission under the Missouri plan 
would be diversified. And certain- 
ly it should be taken out of depart- 
mental restrictions and red tape. 

“About 25 years ago I was an 
officer of a,big waterways organi- 
zation, but after a few yeads of nig- 
gardly appropriations | quit.

Charges Federal Government Ille- 
gally Assessed That Amount in 
1919 Levy.

The Hamilton-Brown Shoe Co. 
today began suit in Federal Court 
against the Government. for. $372,- 
770 which the company alleges 
was “erroneously and ‘illegally as- 
sessed” in the collection of its 1919 
war profits and excess income tax, 

It alleges that Government. in-, 
come tax authorities should have 
graded the Hamilton-Brown §as- 
sessment according to the “dispro- 
portionate profits’ clause of the 
income tax law. This clause pro- 
vides that where a business con- 
cern makes a_— disproportianote 
profit in any one year the extent 
of the excess should be figured by 
the average of profit made by oth- 
er concerns in the same line of 
business. 

In its petition the shoe com- 
pany asserts it paid $1,22,569 in 
war profits and excess income taxes 
but that the payment did not take 
into account the proper deductions. 
The Hamilton-Brown Co. points 
out that it operated during 1919 
under abnormal conditions, that 
most of its operations were fi- 
nanced on borrowed ‘money and 
that salaries of officers and em- 
ployes were lower than the prevail- 
ing scale, 

The suit was filed after the com- 
pany had failed to obtain a rebate 
from the Internal Revenue Com- 
missioner.

He, recalled the pronouncement

Experts’ Opinions. 


Louis H.-.Egan, president of! 


Union Electric Light and Power | 


Co., said that ‘his company  had/| 
abandoned placing any poles in/§ 
streets except in outlying districts, | 
where fo esthetic end would be) 
achieved ®y running lines under- | 
ground or through alleys. 

“We recognize,” Egan said, “that 
underground wires afford a better | 
operating condition for us and tend 
to increase the attractiveness of the 
city. It is expensive, of course, and 
for that. reason must progress, at 
an even pace on a yearly basis. The 
financial . structure whioh rates 
must support, could not bear the 
very large cost if we should under- 
take to place all wires underground 
within a short period. Under the 
present program the wires can go 
down without appreciably affecting 
rates.”’ 

Percy Redmund, general man- 
ager of the~ telephone company, 
said: “The telephone company’s 
duty is to construct its plant at the 
lowest cost consistent with good 
service. When the load on pole 
lines reaches @ certain maximum it 
becomes economical to place the 
construction underground. Should 
the telephone company deviate 
from economic laws in building its 
plant by placing underground con- 
struction where it is not econom- 
ically sound, the cost of service 
might then become _ prohibitive. 
Wherever practicable, overhead tel- 
ephone neadtinainia placed in al- 
leys and where economic factors 
permit, underground construction is 
preferred.” 


In Other Cities. 


Other large cities are years along 
on programs similar to that adopt- | 
ed in St. Louis, looking to ulti- 
mately placing all overhead  ob- 
structions underground. In New 
York, all of Manhattan, except its 
northern extremity is free not only 
of telephone and electric wires, 
but of trolley wires also. Surface 
street cars are compelled to op- 
erate with underground trolleys. 
Downtown Brooklyn likewise is 
clear of telephone and _ electric 
wires, but has overhead trolley 
wires. Outlying sections still have 
overhead wires. 

Washington, not only has no 
overhead telephone or electric wires 
in most of its area. but has no 
overhead trolleys within a radius 
of 30 blocks from the center of the 
business section. Washington 
street car companies have approx- 
imately 150 miles of underground 
trolleys and 60 miles of overhead, 
the latter entirely in outlying sec- 
tions. 

Chicago has cleared out over- 
head telephone and electric wires 
in a district bounded by the lake 
bn the east, Twelfth street on the 
west, Sixteenth street on the 
north and Thirty-ninth street on 
the south. Most of ‘the better 
through streets have no wires. 
Trolley wires are all overhead. 

Boston has no surface street cars 
in the downtown. Traffic moves 
in subways, on elevated roads or 
by busses. The downtown district 
has no overhead wires of any sort 
and the program of clearing has 
rid most desirable streets of these 
obstructions. In outlying districts, 
surface street cars have overhead 
trolleys.

BRITISH EMPIRE FLYING 
FLEET REACHES BORDEAUX. 


Journey of Four Planes Expected 
to Take a Year; Singapore 
First Objective.

BORDEAUX, France, Oct. 17.— 
The four British airforce flying 
boats which’ started from Ply- 
mouth, England, today on an em- 
pire cruise, landed at the Marine 
aviation base at Hourtin, near here, 
at 2 p. m. today. The planes, 
which accomplished a flight of 
about 425 miles, expect to leave 
Hourtin tomgrrow. 

PLYMOUTH, England, Oct. 17.— 
To the accompaniment of salutes 
from warships and the cheers of 
thousands of spectators, four Brit- 
ish Air Force flying boats started 
today on an empire cruise of 25,- 
000 miles which is scheduled to last 
a year. The flight includes the 
first aerial coasting of India, a 
complete circuit of Australia, a 
flight to Hongkong and then back 
to Singapore where the fieet is ex- 
pected to be stationed permanently. 

All the machines in the fleet are 
seaplanes equipped with two 450- 
horsepower Napier Lion engines. 
Group Capt. H. M. Cave-Browne is 
in command. 

The four planes®each carry a 
crew of four. The first objective 
of the expedition is Singapore. 
Here they will meet two planes 
manned by Royal Australian air 
force men. The six planes will 
then go to Australia and around 
the Australian seaboard, 

The cruise is to test the capa- 
bilities of the metal hulls of the 
machines and to reconnoiter the 
eastern route with a special eye to 
likely sites for seaplane bases.

THE RIVERS ARE COMING BACK. 
From the Kansas City Times. 
HAT traffic on the Ohia River last 


year should have amounted to more 
than 19 million tons, or two-thirds the total 
tonnage of the Panama Canal, points to a 
situation that the average person may not 
readily grasp. The fact is that river navi- 
gation in the Middle West is being revived 
so rapidly it is difficult to keep up with 
developments and to understand their Im- 
portance, 

As George J. Miller, secretary of the 
Missouri Navigation Association, points out. 
the showing on the Ohio was made in spite 
of the fact the canalization of the river is 
not yet complete. This year’s increase of 
16 per cent in traffic on the section where 
improvement work has been finished in- 
dicates, though not fully, the growth that 
may be expected when the whole steam is 
im proved. 

The statement with reference to the Ohio 
recalls the announcement of the inland 
waterways corporation that -traffic on the 
lower Mississippi last year was substantially 
in excess of the tonnage carried in the 
best year of the old steamboat days about 
half a century back. Yet, it ig observed by 
the Waterways Journal, a fairly common 
view is that the river is “dead.” The ex- 
planation is that while the aumber of river 
craft today is far below what it once was 
there is a vitai difference in the type of 
craft used at present. 

An equaily important difference between 
the present and the old dars of river beasi- 
ness is. gf course, the improved channel. 
This aid to river shipping. as indicated. is 
far from perfect. More work needs to be 
done on the Mississippi as wei! as the Ohio. 
and a Missourt River channel awaits com- 
pletion. But when these projects are fin- 
ished and a connecting link is established 
with the Great Lakes at Chicago, the Mid- 
dle West will have at last a genuine water- 
way system.

Scrutiny of private loans to for- 
eign governments first began soon 
after the war when the adminis- 
tration was sceking to have its as- 
sociates in that conflict repay the 
loans made to them. The view was 
adopted then that so long as some 
of those governments could obtain 
all the funds they needed in the 
American money market they 
would be slow in refunding their 
loans to the American Govern- 
ment. 

Only two settlements remain fo 
be concluded, those by France and 
Greece. A Franco-American agree- 
ment has been signed, but has yet 
to be ratified by the French Cham- 
ber of Deputies and the Amerjcan 
Senate. Action here will be de- 
ferred until final approval is giv2n 


the agreement at Paris. 


Glass Assails Coolidge. 

Another stricture on the State 
Department policy was made last 
night by Senator Glass, who took 
issue with President Coolidge that 
there was constitutional authority 
for the practice since the subject 
was involved in the conduct of 
foreign affairs. 

“T hesitate to believe,” Senator 
Glass said, “that the President, who 
is so in the habit of thinking clear- 
ly and of applying his fine common 
sense to public problems, made the 
statement accredited 


some of the newspapers with refer- | 
ence to State Department control 


of loans by bankers in this country 
to foreign nations. 

“Certainly it is incredible that the 
President supposes the Federal 
Constitution, in any of its provi- 
sions, confides to the executive 
branch of the Government the right 
to regulate foreign commerce or, 
except in pursuance of treaties duly 
ratified by the Senate and the Unit- 
ed States and Federal _ statutes 
thereunder enacted, to manage for- 
eign affairs. 

“Hence the action of the De- 
partment of State in assuming to 
establish a policy of approving or 
vetoing private bank loans to for- 
eign Governments is incontestably 
extraconstitutional and without 
sanction of law. 


‘Says Only Congress Has Control. 


“On the contrary, the Federal 
Constitution confers on the Con- 
gress of the United States, in 
terms, the exclusive power ‘to reg- 
ulate commerce with foreign na- 
ticns.” And one of the most amaz- 
ing aspects of this alleged executive 
defense of the State Department’s 
practice in the matter of foreign 
loans is the statement. imputed to 
the President, that this Govern- 
ment contro] of private financial 
transactions was rendered neces- 
sary through a dread that Con- 
gress might, by legislative enact- 
ment, inaugurate a system of con- 
trol out of agreement with the 
jadgment wf the executive branch 
of the Government. 

“In short, the State Department. 
utterly without legal authority, 
sets up a dangerous policy of 
espionage and moral control over 
private loans of American bankers 
to foreign Governments, and in 
justification can find ne better ex- 
cuse than to assert that it did de- 
liberately to prevent Congress, ex- 
pressiy charged by the Constitu- 
tion with the regulation of such 
affairs, from instituting a differ- 
ent method of dealing. with the 


| problem.”

Johnson's successo. elected. 

Three of ‘the four American 
League directors were present to 
receive the resignation of their 
leader, and bid him farewell. 
Phil DeC. Ball, head of the St. 
Louis Browns, the fourth director, 
was not present. He went East 
after conferring with Johnson here 
last week and was detained by 
business. 

The directors present were Tom 
Shibe, head of the Philadelpbia 
Athletics, Clark Griffith, president 
of the Washington club, and Frank 
Navim 

Their conference was closed to 
outsiders. Johnson arrived at his 
office early as usuva: and seemed in 
excellent spirits. : 

Barnard Not Mentioned. 

NO mention was made of Ed S&S. 
Barnard, president of the Cleve- 
land club, who has frequently been 
mentioned as the next president 
of the League. He was not at the 
meeting today. 

Johnson's resignation was deliv- 
ered verbally and the veteran said 
he had no statement to give out 
at this time. 

“IT am through now,” Johnson 
said. “All the papers, contracts, 
money in the bank, and League 
records have been turned over to 
Mr. Navin. Now I can start in on 
a long and much needed rest.” 
Johnson's farewell to major 
league baseball was in strange 
contrast to his entrance, at the 
beginning of this century, when 
he organized a circuit to com- 
pete with the National League. He 
was in constant warfare over play- 
ers and clubs with the elder base- 
ball group and fought constantly 
for three years before a truce was 
signed. 

Today the three directors and 
Johnson, with the latter’s counsel, 
Judge George A, Barrett, discussed 
League affairs for an hour in 
Johnson’s office and then sent out 
word that Johnson’: verbal resig- 
nation had been accepted. 

Navin to Act As Head. 
When the League club owners 
will be called to choose a new 
president, Navin said he did not 
know. He left soon after the con- 
ference for Detroit. Pending this 
election Navin said he would re- 
sume the status of acting head of 
the League, as prevailed last wil: - 
ter when the club owners voted to 
give their ailing executive a leave 
of absence to allow the Landis- 
Johnson feud tc die down. 
William Harridge, secretary to 
Johnson for 15 years, will continue 
as secretary of the League in John- 
son’s old offices until the new 
president is chosen and the ques- 
tion of the location of League 
headquarters is disposed of. 
Johnson had indicated last week 
that his resignation would be a 
written memorandum, but today 
he said there was nothing more to 
say than that he was “t .\rough.” 

Meeting “Harmonious.” 
Johnson said he was going to 


a short rest, and 
plang were indefinite. 
“Our final 
especially harmonious,” he said. 
“The directors were kind enough 
to express keen regret at my leav- 
ing but I am glad to be out of 
baseball at my age. I have no 
idea who my successor will be, or 
where league headquarters may be 
moved, if at all.

I merely 
read my report of the league’s 
condition and affairs, and told the 
directors I was through.”

The fact that Johnson is no 
longer able to drive his ejight- 
in-hand is sufficient reason for 
his resignation, No official has 
any right to remain at the head 
of an organization which is not 
loyal t» him.

Wall Paper % 
At Its Best 


To question of fresh wall paper 


presents itself with the fall 

housecleaning for considera- 
tion. Uf the house is an olg one 
and there are already two or more 
thicknesses of paper on the walls. 
it is cheaper in the end to have 
, them removed. Then the old walis 
exposed to view may be inspected, 
the cracks filled and the wall prop- 
erly repaired before the new paper 
is put on. 

In buying wall paper, remember 
that a good quality of paper will 
wear better than a cheap one. In 
the first place, the better papers 
have a finer selection, and these 
papers have a Vetter grade of co!- 
oring matter used in their make-up, 
so that they @o not fade as readily. 
If the walls are in perfect condition 
it is safe to use a plain paper, but 
if they are uneven and bed, then « 
patterned paper will be kinder to 
them in concealing their uneven- 
ness. 

A novel use for paper ia for a 
floor covering. It does not sound 
like a practical idea, but it has 
proven quite satisfactory both in 
appearance and wearing qualities. 
First, the floor must be cleaned. 
sma xed down with sandpaper and 
all the cracks filled to make «a 
smooth surface, Then the floor is 
sized with a strong glue size. When 
this is dry the sandpaper should be 
used again, lightly. Apply your 
paper in the usual way, making 
sure all the lines are even and the 
joints are straight and true, When 
the paper is dry apply a thin coat 
of white shellac, and as quickly as 
it is dry cover with a coat of light- 
colored floor varnish, waterproof 
variety. When dry and hard the 
floor may be walked on safely. In 
three or four months another coat 
of the varnish may be applied and 
the floor will be good for years of 
wear. 

Rug patterns can be copied for 
floor use with black or colored bor- 
ders and some very attractive ef- 
fects can be achieved with thought 
and careful selection. Small or 
scatter rugs should be used with 
discretion where a rug pattern is 
figured out for the floor. 

Not only are patrons buying the 
finest wall paper, selecting with an 
eye to artistic effects, but in a num- 
ber of instances they are having 
papers made for them,’ this of 
course for permanent homes. Paint-
